CONDITIONS

managers; (e) operate a farm 
business that on an accrual basis 
will contribute $8,000 to family 
living costs or a minimum of 
$5,500 if residence is on farm 
property; and (f) establish an 
independent business; ie. the 
applicant may not enter into 
business with an established 
operator nor may they have a sus- 
tained business relationship with 
an established operator who is 
not at arm’s length. The excep- 
tion to this criterion is where the 
established farmer is the appli- 
cant’s parent.

Ontario Farm Tax 
Rebate Program 


Provides rebates of 100% of 
property taxes to qualified own- 
ers of farm land and outbuild- 
ings. 


(a) Applicant must be a Cana- 
dian citizen or permanent resi- 
dent of Canada. (b) Property 
must be assessed as farm for the 
taxation year. (c) Property must 
be used as part of a farm opera- 
tion producing, in a normal year, 
farm products with a gross value 
of $5,000 in northern and east- 
ern Ontario and $8,000 in the 
rest of Ontario. (d) Applicant 
must be the registered owner or 
the mortgagee in possession of 
the property. 


Interim Payment Declaration 
forms and application forms are 
mailed directly to farm owners 
each year.

Irrigation and drainage material 
used to create, maintain or repair 
farm irrigation or drainage sys- 
tems are exempt from the pay- 
ment of tax.

Contractors who erect grain 
storage bins or grain dryers on 
behalf of a farmer may also pur- 
chase the construction materials 
exempt of tax. 


A Purchase Exemption Certifi- 
cate must be provided to the sup- 
plier.

CROP PRODUCTION AND SOIL CONSERVATION GRANTS 


Ontario Clingstone Peach 
Tree Planting Assistance 
Program 


Provides a rebate to growers on 
50% of the cost of trees (mini- 
mum 150 trees) purchased from 
Ontario nurseries at fair market 
value. Provides assistance to nur- 
sery Operators on 50% of the 
value of unsold clingstone peach 
trees. Maximum not to exceed 
the equivalent of 25% of cling- 
stone peach trees sold.

Land Stewardship Program 





Provides a grant of two-thirds of 
the cost, to a maximum of 
$10,000, for eligible erosion con- 
trol projects associated with soil 
management, and 40% of the 
cost to a maximum of $7,500 for 
eligible improvements to manure 
storage systems, milkhouse 
waste water treatment systems 
and pesticide storage and han- 
dling systems.

The program assists Ontario red 
meat and bean (white and col- 
oured) producers during periods 
of low market prices. The plan 
supports cow-calf and lamb pro- 
ducers to a percentage of the 
national inflation adjusted aver- 
age market price for the preced- 
ing 10 year period. Beef 
slaughter/feeder and hog pro- 
ducer support prices are equal to 
the estimated national current 
cash costs of production in the 
quarter plus a percentage of the 
margin (difference between cash 
costs and national average mar- 
ket prices in the same quarter for 
the preceding 5 years). Bean 
(white or coloured) support is 
equal to the cash costs of produc- 
tion in the current year plus a 
percentage of the average margin 
in the preceding 7 years. Apples 
are covered to a percentage of the 
national inflation adjusted aver- 
age price for the preceding 7-year 
period. 


Voluntary participation by 
farmers with equal premiums 
paid by producers, the Provincial 
Government and the Federal 
Government.

COMPENSATION FOR DAMAGE 


Dog Licensing and Live 
Stock and Poultry 
Protection Act 


Where livestock or poultry are 
killed or injured by a dog, coyote 
or wolf, the municipality is liable 
to the owner for the amount of 
damage incurred, in accordance 
with maximum amounts set out 
in the Regulations to the Act. 
The Ministry reimburses munici- 
palities for wolf and coyote dam- 
age, but not for damage done by 
dogs. In unorganized territories, 
there is no compensation pro- 
vided for dog damage, but wolf 
and coyote damage claims are 
paid by the province directly to 
the producer. 


Owner must complete and file an 
affidavit within 10 days of valu- 
er’s report. Owner must take rea- 
sonable care to prevent killing or 
injury, and should retain carcass 
as required. Must dispose of car- 
cass according to Dead Animal 
Disposal Act.

Compensation for colonies of 
bees and equipment that are 
damaged or destroyed by bears.
